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DISCUSS WARRANT AT ANDOVER CLUB 


Town Officers Explain Articles Asking for Alteration at 
Town House and New Pump at Fire Station— 
Few Members Take Part in Discussion 


If the discussion of the Town Warrant 
held last evening at the Andover club with 
Samuel Hulme presiding is any criterion. 
Monday's meeting will be a quiet one. 
More than fifty men were present but only a 
few took an active part in the discussion. 

The question of appropriating $13,000 to 
hase a new pump for the fire department 
was the only item which seemed to stir the 
feelings of those aaah Chairman Frank 
H. Hardy opened the discussion by saying 
that the article was endorsed by the Board 
of Selectmen. Although the sixteen-ycar 
old pump has broken down on several occa- 
sions the consequences, up to the present 
time, have not been serious. With seventeen 
or eighteen million dollars worth of property 
he felt that its protection should be more 

equate, 

BA Traynor’s comment that it seemed 
to him as if the pump always broke down 
about Town meeting time brought forth an 
answering fire. : ; 

Mr. Hardy replied that in the best judg- 
ment of the selectmen a new pump was neces- 
sary. In recent years millions of dollars 
worth of mill property has been added to 
Andover’s valuation, If a serious fire took 
place and hundreds of working people suf- 
fered in consequence the responsibility of 
not having more adequate fire protection 
would now lie with the voters and not with 
the selectmen. Moreover forty-one per cent 
of the expense would be borne by the cor- 
porations as their share of the taxes. 

William C. Crowley, who claims to be the 
father of Andover’s motor apparatus, as- 
serted vehemently that it would be a big 
mistake not to purchase the new rk 

Henry Todd, a member of the fire Pa. 
ment was another strong advocate of the 
new pump. The members of the fire depart- 
ment knowing the needs of the department 
and the service required of its apparatus were 
naturally the first to be interested in its 
purchase. Now both the selectmen and the 
Finance Committee are strongly in its favor. 
He told of the strain put upen the present 
equipment at the time of the forest fire in 

West Andover last spring when the aid lent 
by Lawrence was recalled and it was neces- 
sary to call aid from North Reading. At the 
time of the Converse fire, the center of the 
town was left unprotected until a piece of 
horse-drawn apparatus could be brought up 
from Ballardvale. A piece of motor appara- 
tus could have covered the ground in a quar- 
ter of the time. Mr. Todd was of the opinion 
that everything was done to keep the old 
pump in the best of order, complimenting 
Hilton, Sparks and Pomeroy on their ability 
as mechanics. 

Michael Dwyer asked how insurance 
agents felt about the need of additional pro- 
tection and Mr. Hulme immediately replied, 
that as an agent, he was of the opinion that a 
new pump is needed. 

The article in regard to the regular appro- 
priations was quickly passed over and many 
of the articles received no comment whatever. 

George A. Higgins explained in some

LEGAL STATUS OF WOMEN 


Members of League of Women Voters 
Listen to Story of Progress of Women 
as Told by Practicing Lawyer 


Miss Greta Coleman, a practicing lawyer 
and chairman of the State Committee on the 
Legal Status of Women spoke before the 
meeting of the League of Women Voters 
held Tuesday afternoon at the Phelps house 
with Miss Amelia Shapleigh presiding. 

The history of the progress of women in 
the past, their present status, and the goal 
toward which they are striving were the 
subject of her remarks. As a contrast to 
women’s present privileges Miss Coleman 
spoke of their status under the common law 
when they had no political or property 
rights and no control over their children, legal 
identity being merged in that of the husband. 
Progress was made in women’s enancipation 
until they are now able to hold roperty, 
make contracts, and have equal right 
control of their children, not to mention 
the privilege of the ballot. In one half of the 
States they may serve on juries and in all 
States they may serve as legislators. It is 
also common for them to hold many muni- 
cipal and state offices, this tendency being 
on the increase. They may now enjoy 
independent citizenship and have laws 
protecting them in industry. 

The remaini problems according to 
Miss Coleman will be solved by changing the 
spirit of the times as well as by legislation.

Carrying every precinct and polling a total 
of 1703 votes, alihont doable that of his 
nearest opponent, Andrew McTernen was re- 
elected for his four term as selectman at the 
annual election of Town officers held on Mon- 
day. In the hotly-contested race for the 
two-year term as selectman to fill the unex- 
pired term of the late Charles Bowman, 
Maga J. Daly was the winner, leading 

is nearest opponent, Thaxter Eaton, by 
only 37 votes for the office of selectman and 
by only 10 for that of assessor. 


Although the returns from Precincts 2, 3 
and 4 came in early in the evening, the final 
count on Precinct 1, where 1817 votes were 
cast, was not finally announced until mid- 
night. Up to that time Lawson, Eaton and 
Daly were leading in the field of six candi- 
dates with Daly 68 votes behind Lawson and 
61 votes behind Eaton. A vote of 625 for 
Daly in Precinct 1, a plurality of nearly 
100 brought him in the winner at the finish, 

William A. G. Kidd, for the first time a 
candidate for political office, made a record 
with the smallest number of votes ever 
lled by a candidate whose name appeared 
on the ballot. 

Thomas P, Dea led G. Edgar Folk by 32 
votes in the contest for a position on the 
Board of Public Works left vacant by the 
death of Thomas E. Rhodes. Arthur T. 
Boutwell was re-elected with the flattering 
vote of 2128. 

E. Burke Thornton was reelected tree 
warden, dividing the votes with Ralph T. 
Berry, who Eplled 1330 as compared with the 
winner's 1714, 

Mrs. Jerome W. Cross, candidate to fill 
the vacancy on the School committee, caused 
by the resignation of David R. Lawson, led 
Dr. Nathaniel Stowers in every precinct, 
winning by a majority of 290 votes. Dr.

Concerning Board of Survey 


Article 16 in the warrant for the comi 
Town meeting reads ‘To see if the Town wil 
vote to accept the provisions of Chapter 41, 
Sections 73-81 of the General Laws relatin; 
to a Board of Survey”. The adoption o 
such a law would provide for a Board of 
Survey and define conditions which must be 
complied wtih before a new street can be 
accepted. Ina town like Andover, the Board 
of Selectmen would act as a Board of Survey. 

The sections from the General Laws are 
given below: 

Section 73—...... .In towns 
which accept this section or have accepted 
corresponding provisions of earlier laws, the 
Selectmen shall constitute a Board of Survey. 

Section 74— After the establishment of 
a board of survey, no person shall open a 
private way for ublic use without first sub- 
mitting to said board suitable plans thereof 
in according with such rules and regulations 
as the board may prescribe. In cities such 
plans shall be so prepared as to show the 
profiles of such way and the method of 
drainage of the adjacent or contiguous terri- 
tory. Upon the receipt of said plans, with a 
petition for their approval, the board shall 
give a public hearing, after giving notice 
of the same by publication once in each of 
two successive weeks in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the city or town, the last publication 
to be at least two days before the hearing; 
and after the hearing, the board may alter 
such plans, and may determine where such 
ways shall be located and the width and 
grades thereof, and shall indicate any modi- 
fications on said plans. The plans as ap- 

roved or modified by the board shall then 
Be signed by the board, and in cities shall be 
filed in the office of the city engineer, and 
in towns in the office of the town clerk, and 
the officer with whom they are filed shall 
attest thereon the date of filing; and there- 
after no way in the territory to which the 
plans relate shall be laid out or constructed 
except in accordance therewith, or with 
further plans subsequently approved by the 
board. 

Section 75 — The board of survey may, 
and in cities, upon the vote of the planning 
board and the city council, shall from time 
to time cause plans to be made of such terri- 
tory or sections of land in the city or town as 
the board of survey or the planning board 
may deem necessary, showing thereon the 
location of such ways, whether already laid 
out or not, as, in the opinion of the board, 
the interest of the public may or will require 
in such territory, showing clearly the direc- 
tion, width and grades of each way, and in 
cities a plan of drainage, and said board may 
incur such expenses as it may deem necessary 
therefor, not exceeding the amount appro- 
priated for the purpose. In cities such plans 
shall be prepared by the city engineer, under

a parking space. Since one-third of the 
town income now comes from the pockets of 
these same manufacturers, we common folks 
are too uninitiated into his wizardry to know 
just how he is planning to turn the trick.

We the people of West Andover wish to 
present to the citizens of Andover a few facts 
concerning the water situation, in the hope 
that they will support us in the coming town 
meeting. 

Not only do we want water the same as 
you people in town, but we also need it. We 
have wells but they do not begin to supply us 
with water enough for our needs and in dry 
seasons when we need more water, we get less. 
The wells go dry and we have had to go to 
Haggett’s pond and borrow, or steal, enough 
to exist on until the fall rains came. Anyone 
who has not had to do this could not possibly 
imagine the hardship it is. Could you blame 
a farmer for disposing of his herd of cows 
after carrying water for them during one of 
our driest seasons? 

For many years the residents of West 
Andover have helped to put the water 
system into every part of Andover. I think 
West Andover has grown in the past five 
years as much as other parts of our town. 
The telephone and electricity have helped in 
its growth, and water would surely be another 
asset. Shouldn't we who live so near Ando- 
ver's great water supply have the benefit of 
it? 

Article 8 will bring water to five houses, 
one of which is the Livingston Fruit Farm. 
Many people from all parts of Andover have 
traded at this fruit and vegetable stand for 
several years, At this farm three generations 
of Livingstons have paid taxes. The Living- 
ston Fruit Farm has eighteen acres of fruit 
trees, which should be sprayed several times 
each year, There are 410 pests which molest 
the fruit trees and many which are destruct- 
ive to the vegetables. No doubt there is one 
more pest now on its way over from abroad, 
as many of them came to us from foreign 
countries. Can you not realize what a serious 
handicap a lack of water is in fighting these 
bugs, insects, and scales. A vast amount of 
water is needed for this, as well as for the 
poultry, for transplanting plants, for washing 
vegetables and for irrigating. Then of 
course we want it in our homes the same as 
you have it. 

When Article 8 is brought up on March 
12, we sincerely hope the voters of Andover 
will give us a hearty “Yes”.

protection for both the people themselves and 
the community. 

Infantile paralysis has caused much 
anxiety as this seems to be the maximum 
year for cases of this disease. The cause of 
the disease seems to be as much of a msytery 
as ever. The convalescence serum when 
given in the early stages has been of great 
benefit in many cases, as the patient in- 
variably seemed to clear up without any 
paralysis. 

Our statistics show us that we have not 
had a case of diphtheria for the past two 
years. The Schick test has so far proven its 
great value both in conservation of life and 
protection against this disease, and I sin- 
cerely hope the mothers will continue to look 
upon this precautionary method in the future 
as they have in the past few years. 

In spite of the fact that we have had very 
good quarantine in our cases of scarlet fever, 
there have been eighty-seven cases reported 
this year. In most of the cases serum was 
given with very good results. I wish to 
emphasize here that where a case of scarlet 
fever exists a most rigid law of quarantine 
should be kept. It may seem hard for those 
who are unfortunate enough to have a case of 
scarlet fever in their family, but it is only 
fair that the public should have every pos- 
sible means of protection from a disease that 
sometimes has such bad complications and 
terrible after effects. , 

Although the Baby Clinic held at the 
Guild every second Tuesday of the month, 
has been open only a short while, several 
hundred babies have been examined, which 
surely should reduce our baby mortality. 
Colds and incorrect feeding are the dangers 
to be avoided. 

On account of so many catarrhal colds this 
year the human system has been impaired, 
and the result seems to produce many cases 
of pneumonia, of all kinds and types. It 
would be wise for those suffering from colds 
to isolate themselves as much as possible 
from the public, and seek medical advice in 
the early stages, as the mortality from lobar 
pneumonia is very high. 

As I have had many inquiries concerning 
cancer, I wish to state that cancer is not a 
reportable disease because it is not considered 
contagious. If a person has any suspicion 
that his suffering may be caused from this 
disease a physician should be consulted at 
once. ‘There are many clinics being held 
throughout the State and I think the nearest 
one to Andover is held every Friday at the 
Lowell General Hospital at Lowell, Mass. 

Many complaints as to unsanitary condi- 
tions have been received by the Board of 
Health, all being handled in a routine way. 
There still remain a few people who do not 
respect other peoples’ property and throw all 
sorts of debris in vacant lots, which has 
caused much trouble. On the whole I wish 
to state that in the residential sections of the 
town, sanitary conditions are excellent. 

All communicable diseases must be re 
ported to the local Board of Health, Any 
person concealing a contagious or infectious 
disease, that is reportable by law, will be 
prosecuted accordingly,

Graduates of Phillips Academy Younger 
than Fifteen Years Ago 


A recent investigation carried on by Mr. 
Lester E. Lynde, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Admissions for Phillips Academy, 
regarding the age of students in school, 
shows the following figures concerning the 
men who received diplomas in June, 1927. 

Under 17, 7. 

Over 17 but under 18, 47. 

Over 18 but under 19, 44. 

Over 19 but under 20, 19. 

Over 20 but under 21, 3. 

Over 21 but under 22, 1. 

The average age of the group as a whole at 
graduation was 18 years two months, If 
those students who did not receive diplomas, 
but nevertheless went on to college, are taken 
into consideration, the average age is 18 
years 5 months. A previous similar investi- 
gation carried on in 1913 indicated that the 
average age at graduation at that period was 
18 years 7 months. While these figures do 
not absolutely prove that the age at gradu- 
ation has been reduced over a period of 
fifteen years, these figures, taken in connec- 
tion with certain others, apparently show 
that such a reduction in age has been ac- 
complished. Certainly, the number of 
students over 21 years of age has been 
greatly reduced in the last twenty-five years.

When General George Washing- 
ton visited Andover during his New England 
trip, in the fall of 1789, he was the guest of 
Judge and Madame Phillips at their home, 
the Mansion House, and, according to tra- 
dition, sat for some time in each of these 
chairs. After his departure Madame Phil- 
lips marked one of them with a ribbon, and 
would never allow anyone else to occupy it. 
At her death the two chairs became the 
property of Samuel Farrar, Esquire, and re- 
mained in the Mansion House until that 
structure burned down, in 1887. At that 
time they were saved from the fire and 
placed in Brechin Hall on Andover Hill, 
then the Library of Andover Theological 
Seminary. With the departure of the Semi- 
nary to Cambridge, in 1908, the chairs were 
taken away, and now, by the courtesy of 
the Trustees of that institution, they have 
been returned to their former location at 
Andover. They will be appropriately placed 
on exhibition in George Washington Hall 
at the 150th anniversary of the school, to be 
observed on May 18 and 19.
